A String of Bright Beads May Be Just the 


Finishing Touch That Your Costume Needs 


Paper Beads, 
EADS suggestive of Indian 
B work may be made from 
bright labels from canned 
food that is put in tin. Cut a pen- 
nant-shaped ploce seven inches 


long and one and one-half inch wide 
at the wide end. Beginning at this 
end, wrap the paper tightly around 
a hatpin. When the paste is dry, 
string the beads and shellac the 
whole string with a paint brush, 
using a clear shellac. Bach bead 
may be made from a different colored 
label, or one color may predominate 
for the entire string. The labels 
may be removed from the cana by 
steaming them unti! they are loose

Sealing Wax Beads, 

Yor sealing wax beads cut the sea! 
ing wax with a heated knife or break 
into pleces the size of the beads de- 
sired, Heat the end of a atee! knit 
ting needie over an alcoho) lamp 
and press into a plece of wax. When 
quite large beads are to be made use 
two pleces of wax on etther side of 
the needle, Allow to Re 
turn to flame and revolve slowly, 
being careful that {t does not melt 
too quickly. The blade of the knife 
may often be used to good advantage 
to shape the bead; then dip into wa 
ter to cool, Beads may be moulded 
into shapes with "fingers, but this 
must be done quickly and careful!) 
while the bead is on the needic 

Yo bland colors, heat each stick tn 
turn, dotting a little wax on the 
eooled bead. Hold the bead over 


coo! 


the flame again and revolve. The 
warm colors will spread around the 
bead, forming effective designs. 
Cool the bead in water and then dry 
and pase it over the flame again to 
restore the luster. To remove the 
bead, heat the needle on each side of 
it and when the bead is loosened slide 
it back and forth over the needle be- 


fore taking it off. This leaves @ 
clean-cut hole. 
Clay Beads, 

Beautiful beads may be made from 
permanent modeling-clay. They may 
be molded into balls, cylinders, 
equaree, oblongs, elipses or other de- 
sired shapes and then pierced 


through the center with a hatpin or 
round toothpick. Good effects may 
be obtained by modeling with a mod 
eling-tool, knife-blade, orangewvuod 
stick or toothpick. They may also 
be modeled over a knot tied in the 


cord on which they are to be strung 
Pendants are molded over a small 
hairpin or over two knots in the cord

dishes it must be borne in mind 

that they myst be very care- 
fully cooked and the vegetables 
themselves should be young and ten- 
der, seasoned to a_ nicety, and 
Cressed either with a good sauce or 
a libera! amount of butter and cream. 

A little care in arranging a vege- 
table meal will also add to its popu-

green peas, buttered asparagus tips 
and lLyonnaise carrots.

Another good combination is a 
planked vegetable dinner. For this, 
set in the center of the greased 
plank smal! browned rice cutlets, 
surround with a border of grilled to- 
matoes and an outer rim of fried egg- 
plant. In between place cooked 
Brussels sprouts and mounds of 
cooked string beans. Garnish with 
endive, 


[ Preparing purely vegetarian 


Cauliflower Pudding. 

Boil or steam a smal! cauliflower 
until half done, then cut in slices and 
saute lightly, without browning, in 
two tablespoonfuls of hot butter. 
Prepare a sauce from two table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter, blended 
with two tablespoonfuls of flour, one 
and a halt cupfuls of milk and salt 
and paprika to taste. Add the caull- 
flower, four eggs lightly beaten and 
bake Ike custard until firm, Un- 
mould and serve with brown “bread 
and a crisp green salad, 

Mock Oyster Patties, 

Scrape the oyster plant and drop 
it into water containing a little vin- 
egar to prevent discoloring. Drain 
and boil in salted water until tender 
-—about 26 minutes. Then cut in 
dice and for each cupful of the diced 
vegetable add one cupful of thick, 
seasoned cream sauce, Flavor the 


Sauce with a little Worcestershire 
sauce and one tablespoonful of 
chopped parsley. Turn into heated 
patty shells or serve on buttered 
toast. 

Vegetablo Hot Pot. 

Melt slowly one cupful of grated 
cheese, and add one tablespoonful of 
butter and three tablespoonsful of 
milk. When the mixture is smooth 
stir in three-quarters of a cupful of 
drained canned corn, one finely- 
shredded green pepper and half a 
cupful of tomato puree. Cook until 
just at the boiling-point, and serve on 
buttered toast slices that have been 
rubbed over with a cut clove or gar- 
lic. Accompany with crisp bread 
sticks and a fruit salad, 

Scalloped Mushrooms, 
Peel half a pound of fresh mush- 


rooms, cut in halves and saute in 
three tablespoonsful of hot butter 
until the butter is absorbed. Sprin- 
kle lightly with salt and paprika, 
and blend with a large cupful of 
highly-seasoned brown sauce. Line 
a shallow baking dish with creamy 
Duchess potatoes, turn in the mush- 
room mixture and put a thin cover- 
ing of the potatoes over the wp. 
Brush over with beaten egg yolk, 
blended with two tablespoonsful of 
cold water, and bake in a hot oven 
until browned, Serve with rolls and 
celery. 

Celery and Cheese au Gratin, 

Cook until tender in salted water 
enough celery to make two cupfuls 
(cut in half-inch pleces), Prepare 
two cupfuls of cream sauce from two 
tablespoonfuls each of melted butter 
and flour and one cupful each of 
rich milk and the water in which the 
celery has cooked. Season to taste 
with salt and paprika. Place in a 
buttered baking dish alternate layers 
of the celery, sauce and grated 
cheese and when the dish is filled, 
cover with crushed dried bread- 
crumbs, blended with melted butter 
and cheese, Bake in a hot oven until 
browned and the sauce bubbies 
through the crumbs. 


Sugar for doughnuts should be dis- 
solved in milk to prevent them from 
absorbing the grease while frying.

THE BUDGET FOR 1923 
In the year ending March 3ist, 1922, the na- 
tional revenue—that is, the taxes paid by the 
Canadian people—amourted to 362 million dollars. 
In the year ending March 81st, 1928, the national 
revenues—the taxes paid by the Canadian peo- 
ple— amounted to 393 million dollars. The 
finance minister estimates the gross yield from 
national taxation this year at 372 millions. The 
taxes paid, or to be paid, in each of these three 
years is of greater amount than was the total 
national debt before the war. 
It would be folly to ignore the fact that such 
taxation is a staggering burden upon the labor,

its people. The evidences of its effect.ete only 
\oo many and too pliitreeBho-budget is the 

‘swer of the minister of finance to the question 

of what the government proposes to do about it. 

if that stupendous burden of taxation had 
paid our way it would have been a redeeming 
feature, but it did not. In 1922 there was added 
to the public debt 81 millions, jn 1923, 49 mil- 
lions, with the expectation of 60 millions in the 
current year, Hon. Mr, Fielding told the house 
that the temptation was strong to ‘‘pile on the 
taxes’’ in order to balance the budget, but that 
he was ‘‘ reluctant to add to the burden by in- 
troducing any wore taxes.’’ He told the house, 
however, later on that he expected an increase 
of $5,500,000 from customs revenues; which 
would rather inditate that he had somewhat 
yielded to temptat pn in framing his tariff pro- 
visions, The idea that there should be drastic 
reductions in expenditure as a means of reduc- 
ing taxation does pot seem to have reached him. 
He said ‘‘There were many people who felt that 
it was about time the budget should be balanced’”’ 
but he ‘‘wanted the house and country to bear 
patiently for a year or two the present condi- 
tions’? and expressed the view that ‘‘year by 
year the outlook would be better.’’ This last 
remark would rather indicate that the minister 
had been taking a course in Coueism. 

The minister of finance meets the conditions 
of over-burdening taxation without a remedy and 
even lightly suggests the possibility of further

INVITING PUBLIC INTEREST. 


Today—Saturday is to be ‘‘hospital day"’ 
throughout Canada. The plan is that upon this 
special occasion the doors of the hospitals shall 
be opened to people who are not sick, and tha 
public invited to visit these institutions, inspect 
the buildings and equipment and get into closer 
touch with their functions. The idea of course is 
to cultivate wider and more personal interest in 
the hospitals and their work. That there is room 
for that can hardly be doubted. In recent years 
hospitals in a good many cities and towns have 
ceased to depend upon voluntary contributions 
from individuals, and have been converted into 
civie undertakings, built or enlarged as circum- 
stances require with municipal money and main- 
tained by grants from the city treasusy when the 
fees fail to meet the running expenses. Rural hos- 
pitals generally are built and operated at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers, on a plan somewhat similar 
to that under which the schools are carried on. 
The reasons for this change are that the municipal 
hospital has a more assured support than one de- 
pendent upon donations, and that the cost of this 
necessary public service is thus spread over the 
whole body of the taxpayers instead of falling 
upon a charitable minority. And there is no doubt 
that municipal hospitals have been built at a good 
many points where otherwise there would be 
none. On the other hand it is still true that what 
is everybody's business is nabody’s business. Pub- 
lie interest in hospitals has visibly declined as 
publie responsibility for their maintenance has 
developed. The disposition is to regard the muni- 
cipal hospital as a civie utility, functioning as the 
street railway or the electric lighting system, 
without any particular personal attention on the 
part of the individual. As the bond payments are 
inet out of tax-money, and deficits are rectified 
from the same source, the taxpayer feels that he is 
doing his part when he pays the levy imposed 
upon him and thet there is no call for direct con- 
cern on his part in the operation of the enterprise. 
'The municipal hospital is regarded generally 
business undertaking, whose supervision is the 
duty of the council and whose management is to 
be left to the hospital board and the staff of paid 
officials. Few people ever. go near one of these 
institution s unless they have to, or unless a rela- 
tive or close personal friend is to be visited. The 
hospital which is not backed by the municipality, 
und has to depend more or less upon contributions 
from charitable people, occupies a.much more 
prominent place in the thought of those who have 
financially helped it than does the municipal hos- 
pital in the mind of the average taxpayer. 

When all is said, a hospital is not simply a 
civie utility, or should not be merely that. It 
ought to be something more, both for the sake of 
those who go there for treatment and of those 
who help to maintain it. It is designed to be a 
place where sick people may be made well. If 
there is one place where ore than another human 
interest and smypathy count for something it is 
in and around the sick room. The municipal hos- 
pital has come to stay, but it will never be the 
kind of institution it should be if the publie take 
no farther interest in it than the cost of the bricks 
and mortar and the amount of the annual deficit. 
A hospital may be the last word in seientifie con- 
struction and sanitary arrangement and still be a 
dreary place of exile for the person who is obliged 
to spend weeks within its cheerless walls. And if 
those whose money goes to build and maintain 
hospitals do not put anything more than money 
into the enterprise they will miss the compensar- 
ing satisfaction that may be got out of personal 
knowledge that the sacrifice is producing results. 

It is to be hoped a large number of Edmon

THE PREFERENTIAL BALLOT 
AND TRANSFERABLE VOTE. 


The Calgary Eye-Opener announces its policy 
on the liquor plebiscite : 


First choice—Government contre] of al! liquor, beer 
to be consumed on the premises, 

Second choice—Licensed sale of beer. 

Third choice—Government sale of beer 

Fourth cholce—Prohibition. 

It then deals with the preferential ballot and 

transferable vote as follows; 

“The petition, signed by more than 61,000 voters in 
Alberta, supporting the proposed Tempernace Act was 
a direct challenge against the Alberta Liquor Act. The 
petition was certified in order by a parliamentary 
committee. When the legislature decided to ignore 
the provisions of The Direct Legislation Act, and pre- 
sent a referendum, the real issue should have been 
faced squarely. The question to be decided was 
whether or not the present act should be continued. 
The people should have been asked “Are you in favor 
of a continuance and development of the present 
liquor legislation; that is, meaning the apolition of 
the sale of Uquors excepting for strictly medicinal 
sacramental, manufacturing, scientific purposes? 
Yes! or No! 

On a clean-cut issue like this there could have 
been no misunderstanding. Choice of systems was a 
secondary matter to be decided after the people had 
voted. As it now reads the government ballot makes 
the system of sale as big an issue as the principle of 
prohibition, which is totally erroneous. By using a 
sénsible ballot the voter would have registered in 
favor of, or against prohibition. Fealizing that a 
majority might demand a change the voter would 
then have recorded his preference for the aystems 
of sale submitted. In this way everyone would have 
been induced to help towards solving the problem and 
all votes would have counted. 

The official ballot presents four direct questions; 
one regarding ‘dry’ legiviation and three regarding 
different systems of sale. Voting will be by the single, 
transferable, preferential ballot. Should any question 
poll a clear majority the tissue will be decided imme- 
diately. Should none «secure a majority by first- 
choice votes, the one with the lowest number of votes 
will be eliminated and its second-cheice votea appor- 
tioned to the remaining three. 

If this does not give a majority to any, the lowsst 
of the three will be eliminated and its second-choles 
votes apportioned to the remaining two. This count 
will decide the issue. The question receiving a ma- 
Jority will have carried and the legislature will then 
have to pass legislation to carry out the demands 
of the people. 

At first glance this seems a fair proposition. Prohi- 
Ditionists declare they will win on first-choice votes. 
If so, it will be the will of the people and everyone 
should be prepared to get behind the law and see it 
enforced. But Prohibition will require to secure 
150,001 or more votes to win.a majority, if a total of 
300,000 votes are polled. Should prohibition not secure 
@ majority on first choice votes the ‘wets’ will win. 
As a metter of course the votes in favor of a change 
will go to “D"’, “B" and “C” in that order; “D” eecur- 
ing the bulk of second-choice votes from “B" and “'C"’ 
if it Pept: to register a clear majority on the first 
count, 

The point to remember is that the question which 
receives the second highest measure of support will 
not have its second-class votes considered. The tussle 
will be between Prohibition and ‘D’’. “A” is a sudden 
death proposition but 3 alternative eystems are sub- 
mitted for a change {f one js ordered. If one of these 
wins the prohibitionist will have no say regarding the 
new system. The following example will make this 
clear. (On first count the issue stands as follows:

According to members of the legislature this result 
would honestly reflect the desire of the people and 
would prove eminently satisfactory. But would it be 
60? 

The difference between the two ballots we publish 
is that, while the questionge are worded the same in 
both, the results wlil be entirely different. The govern- 
ment ballot will ignore the prohibitionists’ choice of 
a system of sale; the other ballot would have record- 
ed the choice of all the voters and the system that 
carnied would have had the weight of public opinion 
very strongly behind it. And it is, the second choice 
of the prohibitionists will be ignored entirely. 

This state of affairs is exactly what loyal, broad- 
minded, tolerant citizens wanted to avoid. What they 
want is legislation that will have the whole-hearted 
support of a large majority of the people. Many who 
hoped to see prohibition enforced are satisfied now 
that it is an impossible task unless the people are be- 
hind the movement. Knowing this they desire to have 
gome say in the eystem of sale, or control, to be 
adopted. But the ballot denies this unless their first- 
choice vote is for a change.”

Alberta with its vast territories to the north is the home of big game 
and fur-bearing animals. Hdmonton, the gateway to those territories, is 
the assembly place from which the great fur catch is distributed every 
year. It is by no means solely a question of shipment of furs in a raw 
state to outside points for curing and making into garments, Much of 
this work is done by the Edmonton furriers, 

Under the heading of furriers in this directory appear the names of 
four concerns well known in the province, namely the Arctic Fur Com- 
pay, Krant the furrier, G. W. Robinson and the Trude! Pur Company, all 
vf whom have been long established in the city, G. W. Robinson recently 
took over.the business of the Jaeger Mur Company and occupies their old 
preinises, 

In the purchase of a fur garment, the two important factors are of 
course good quality and reasonable price. The patronage of a local fur- 
rier ensures both. It must, because in almost every instance there stands 
between the trapper and the purchaser of the finished garment, only the 
one medium, namely the furrier. Individuality of style and good work- 
manship are both assured because the artistic element must be introduced 
to compete with the finished products turned out by others in this centre 
of fur ucustry, Reasonable price is assured because the profits of the 
middleman are eliminated. 

To purchase an article finished at an outside point and shipped back 
here for sale necessitates higher price without that guarantee of quality 
and style so easy to procure in a home product. 

In connection with the subject of fur-bearing animals and big game 
the firm of Wolfe and Hine should be mentioned. They have been estab- 
lished in Edmonton as taxidermists for many years. The mounting of 
game-heads is perhaps their specialty but all work appertaining to tax- 

dermy is skilfully and artistically executed. 

A visit to their place is a step towards the great outside world, which 
is still so very near, Almost every beast and bird of those vast regions 
may be seen in their studios. So clever have the artists been that thev 
seem to be alive. The place is a link between today and vesterday or 
between our immediate surroundings and those only a little more distant.

KNOWS HOW JIGCS FEELS 


J. R. Booth's Partiality For Corned Beef 
and Cabbage Developed Before To- 
day's Octogenarians Were Born.

R. J. N. Booth, the veteran Ottawa Inmber- 
M man who the other day celebrated his 

97th birthday, 1s not prepared to con 
eede to the famous “Jiggs” first place in respect 
to love for corned beef and cabbage—and par 
ticularly the latter part of the diet. His par 
tiality for corned beef and cabbage came under 
development before even octogenarians of to-day 
were born, 

Un fortunately, 
however, the dish ts 
now merely a sweet 
memory to Mr, 
Booth, ho having a 
few years ago, owing 
to the inability of 
his digestive organs 
to give it efficient 
treatment, found it 
necessary to elimin- 
ate it from his menu. 

Final elimina. 
tion was not, how- 
ever, effected with 
suddenness. Time 
and again, when he 
felt as “Tit as a 
fiddle,” Mr. Booth, 
hoping there would be no recurrence of distress- 
ing aftermaths, would venture to partake of his 
favorite dish, only to discover that while corned 
beef and cabbage was as easily digestible as 
milk in the days when he tossed logs and piled 
lumber Iike a vigorous hired man, it was no 
longer compatible to his “interior economy” not- 
withstanding that to his palate it was as invit- 
ing as ever 

“Mr. Booth, as you doubtless are aware, is no 
quitter,” remarked a relative, when reciting the 
circumstances, “and naturally it was only after 
a protracted struggle that he decided to cut out 
corned beef and cabbage from his menu for good 
an’ a’. And when ‘Maggie’ refuses to allow 
‘Jiggs’ to partake of corned beef and cabbage the 
brow-beaten man has in Mr. Booth a warm sym- 
pathiser.”

PPBHARING and disappearing through the 
A ferment of the present condition of the 

world are strange, disturbing figures— 
De Valera, Haywood, Semenoff, Foster, Larkin, 
the rebels of the day. They are of every type, 
follow varying ideals, are unconscious, probably, 
of brotherhood; yet they have this in common, 
that they oppose whatever is established; and 
pain and sorrow follow in their footsteps, Never- 
theless, if we believe that human culture is pass- 
ing on to anything but chaos, we must believe 
that such men have their function, in this, if 
in nothing else, that they prepare the way for 
@ new creation. 

It is characteristic of them that they are 
most to the fore in times of upheaval; with 
the appearance of order, of settlement, they 
tend to disappear. 

Wm. D. Haywood, ex-leader of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, is the supreme example 
of such a man. In the welter of industria! un 
rest for twenty years before the great war he 
was regarded as “the greatest Menace to society 
now living.” In his earlier and milder days 
ns a mere labor leader, the great Coeur D'Alene 
strike which he engineered as secretary of the 
Western Federation of Miners, was carried on 
with unbelievable brutality, hoth by the strikers 
and, as always happens, by the forces opposed 
to them. 

This was but a beginning. In 1905 he was 
accused of planning the fiendish murder of Gov- 
ernor Steurenburg. In 1913, with his expulsion 
from the Socialist Party, and the formation of the 
LW.W., he left behind even the extremists of 
organized labor. In 1918 he was condemned 
to twenty years’ imprisonment for sedition, and 
fled to Russia. 

Then followed his one opportunity for con- 
structive work. The Soviet leaders placed at 
his absolute disposal @ complete equipment of

mines and factories. He was to bring 4,800 
workers from America and form his community. 
The result? Flat failure! To-day, it is said, he 
sits in a dirty Moscow hotel, a lonely, forgotten 
figure, repudiated by Russia, afraid to return to

perfect an example of the type. Wm, Z, Foster 
is, for example, of quite another order. None 
the less, he represents that force which has, for 
years, been attempting, without much success 
so far, to dominate American labor—the radical 
element. Formerly (and perhaps at present) an 
1.W.W., he works, under a cloak of apparent 
sanity and moderation, to one end—the day when 
labor, united under radical, perhaps red, leader- 
ship, can dictate to the nation. Here again we 
mee the strange fate of all his class in the fact 
that the great steel strike, his supreme effort at 
organization, failed. 

Let us consider a being from another world 
to that of Haywood or Foster, that wild Cossack 
Ataman, Semenoff—a rebel against rebels. Dis- 
count as we may ninety per cent. of the attroci- 
ties of his red fury in Siberia, still we have be 
fore us a destroyer, the leader of a half-savage 
tribe suddenly placed in power. With the ad- 
vent of the civilized troops of Europeans, he 
passes from the stage, denounced as a traitor 
by Kolchak, repudiated by his former support- 
ers, the astute Japanese. 

But we of the west have no need to turn to 
Siberia. What of that distressful isle where 
rapine and murder have stalked so long? Con- 
sider the case of James Larkin, recently re 
leased from jall in the United States and re 


fused admission to Ireland by its government, 
He is apparently a two-fisted fighting man, 
There is a sort cf ferocious humor about him 
which was, according to eye-witness, reflected 
in his great Dublin strike of 1913, It 1s sald 
that when he was on the platform at a meeting 
in Chicago one of the audience became obstre 
perous. “Jim” took one flying leap into the pit 
and pummeled him until “Mrs, Jim” called him 
off, grinning. If, indeed, he possesses “the head 
of a child and a heart of gold,” we fear that 
is the kind of spenkalile small boy who breaks 
our windows, Weétus never forget his own words: 

“I have served under one flag all my days— 
I am a servant of the red flag!” 

Now, with some show of order appearing in 
Ireland, he passes with the others of this strange 
company of exiles. 

There remains one extraordinary figure, a 
figure differing so much from any of the others 
that one hesitates to class him amongst them. 
Yhere is no stranger story than that of de 
Valera, the schoolmaster, the philosophical pro- 
fessor of mathematics, who suddenly proved his 
ability as a military leader in the Waster re 
bellion of 1916, and now forms almost the sole 
obstacle of importance to the peace of lLreland. 
Here is a man of exact intellect, of real con- 
structive ability who, when the Irish Free State 
was formed, linked himself once for al! with the 
forces of destruction. Why? Perhaps the wild 
personal animus which this half-Spaniard, half- 
Jrish-American has always displayed against 
England gives a sufficient answer. Perhaps we 
must turn to that strange fanatical quality of 
the Celt which has ever sacrificed a thing for 
a word. 

So they pass before us, they and their like 
throughout the world—a variegated band of the 
sons of Ishmael, Yet may it not be that they 
form the anvil of lawlessness on which the 
hammer of the law is beating out a new world.

NEW ELEMENT DIS COVERED IN SAND 


Director of Research at British Museum 
Extracts Valuable Cinnamon-Colored 


Powder From New Zealand Sand. 


O Dr. Alexander Scott, F.R.S., the Director 
of Research at the British Museum, has 
fallen the great distinction of discovering 

a new element—Hafnium. The story of the dis- 
covery goes back to the year 191%, when Dr. Scott 
first began an analysis of a black sand brought 
from New Zealand; this he discovered to con- 
tain a smc quantity of a quite “new oxide.” 
After putting this on one side for more 
urgent matters, the discovery by two Danes of 
a new unknown element induced Dr, Scott 
to resume his experiments. From the black sand 
was extracted a cream-colored sand, which still 
further split up to yield the new element, The 
latter is a cinnamon-colored powder, which may, 
{t is thought, prove of great value in the making 
of incandescent lights and other objects. It has 
been named Hafnium, after Hafnia, Copenhagen.

Save Those of Physical 
Variety

Take a man who has worked In 
the office or at some indoor occu. 


let him tackle the job of spading 
up the backyard and he is certain 
to get several kinks In his back and 


in the thousand and one muscles 
that he never dreamed were in his 
body. 

The real golution {s to put one 
kind of kink into the way the gar- 
den work is done and prevent the 
other kind of kinks getting into 


one'a anatomy, 

Spading the garden ts considered 
hard work by most people, in fact 
it is hard work the way #o many 
people do it. The experienced gar- 


dener does pot undertake to up- 
turn the whole garden at a few) 
spadefuls, but begins at one end 
and opens a deep, narrow furrow 


clear across the space to be spaded 

He then works from one side to 
the other much the same @s a plow 
man would do, taking thin, deo 
slices of the soll, and always mein 
taining the narrow, deep furrow or 
oponing. 

As each aepadeful je lifted an’ 
turned over it ie thoroughly pul- 
verized with the edge or the point 


of the epade, This pulverizing 4aar- | 


ing epading greatly reduces the 
work later wher. the seeds are being 
planted. The lumps of earth also 
break up much easter while molst 
There are numerous little kinks 
to planting tho garden.

end call. 

Pruning the tomato vines to @ 
single stem and tying them to stakes 
gets them up out of the way of cul- 
tivation, gives nice clean frult and 
causes it to ripen eariier. 

Driving a few stakes along the 
row of peas and atretching three- 
foot poultry netting upon them 
makes the best kind of support for 
the peas with much less labor chan 
the old brush method. 

After the peas are gathered the 
neiting is rolled into @ compact roll 
and stored overhead in the garage 
until next season. 

Poles upon which the Iima bears 
are to climb can be made + stand 
against the winds that blow by 
bringing ‘three or four of them to 
gether at the top end fastening 
them with wire.
